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scientist: N. Korea enrichment 
program ongoing since 1990s

North Korea has constructed 
a plant to manufacture a gas 
needed for uranium enrichment, 
according to a previously unpub- 
licized account by the father of 
Pakistan’s atomic bomb program, 
a development that indicates 
Pyongyang opened a second way 
to build nuclear weapons as early 
as the 1990s. 

Pakistani scientist Abdul Qa- 
deer Khan also said that North 
Korea may have been enrich- 
ing uranium on a small scale by 
2002, with “maybe 3,000 or even 
more” centrifuges, and that Paki- 
stan helped the country with vital 
machinery, drawings and techni- 
cal advice for at least six years. 


North Korea’s nuclear program 
is among the world’s most opaque, 
and Khan’s account could not be 
independently corroborated. But 
one U.S. intelligence official and 
a U.S. diplomat said his informa- 
tion adds to their suspicions that 
North Korea has long pursued 
the enrichment of uranium in 
addition to making plutonium 
for bombs, and may help explain 
Pyongyang’s assertion in Septem- 
ber that it is in the final stages of 
such enrichment. 

Khan’s account of the pilot 
plant, which he says North Korea 
built without help, is included in 
a narrative that depicts relations 
between the two countries’ sci- 
entists as exceptionally close for 
nearly a decade.

Al-Qaida claims 
plot to down plane

WASHINGTON — President 
Barack Obama _ said Monday 
he has ordered a review of the 
nation’s watchlist system and of 
its air safety regulations follow- 
ing a Christmas Day attack on 
a U.S. airliner. As an al-Qaida 
group claimed responsibility for 
the assault, the president said he 
has directed his national security 
team to keep up the pressure on 
those overseas who aim to attack 
the U.S. 

“It’s absolutely critical that we 
learn from this incident and take 
the necessary measures to pre- 


vent future acts of terrorism,” 
Obama said in his first public 
remarks since the attack on the 
Detroit-bound airliner. 

The group al-Qaida in the Ara- 
bian Peninsula claimed respon- 
sibility for the attempt to bring 
down the jet, saying the attack 
was retaliation for a U.S. opera- 
tion against the group in Yemen. 

“We do not yet have all the an- 
swers about this latest attempt, 
but those who would slaughter 
innocent men, women and chil- 
dren must know that the United 
States will ... do more than sim- 
ply strengthen our defenses,” 
Obama said.

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Okinawan sentenced for hit-and-run crash

CHATAN, Okinawa — An Oki- 
nawa man has been sentenced to 
16 months in prison — suspended 
for five years — for leaving the 
scene after his car struck and 
seriously injured an American in 
July. 

Satoshi Toyama, 21, was sen- 
tenced Dec. 21 in Naha Circuit 
Court in the July 23 hit-and-run 


that put Marine spouse Erin Har- 
ding, 36, in intensive care for sev- 
eral days, prosecutors confirmed 
Monday. Because the sentence 
was suspended, Toyama won’t 
have to serve time behind bars if 
he stays out of trouble for those 
five years. 

Harding was hit near Camp 
Foster’s Kitamae Gate while rid- 
ing her bike at 5 a.m. 

She was treated at U.S. Naval 
Hospital Okinawa on Camp Les- 


ter for several serious injuries, 
including a fractured pelvis, frac- 
tured left hip, three fractured 
vertebrae and a sprained right 
shoulder. 

She was later transferred to 
Naval Medical Center San Diego. 
Her husband, Maj. Todd Hard- 
ing, ended his tour on Okinawa 
early to transfer to Marine Corps 
Air Station Miramar to be by her 
side. 

According to police, Toyama 


stopped his car to assist Harding 
and called for an ambulance. But 
he left before police arrived at the 
scene. 

Later that night he turned him- 
self in. 

A charge of hit-and-run was 
forwarded to the Naha Public 
Prosecutor’s office a month later; 
he was never incarcerated. Be- 
cause a hit-and-run is not con- 
sidered a heinous crime, the case 
was not tried by a jury.

Khan says, for example, that during a visit 
to North Korea in 1999, he toured a mountain 
tunnel. There his hosts showed him boxes 
containing components of three finished 
nuclear warheads, which he was told could 
be assembled for use atop missiles within an 
hour. 

“While they explained the construction 
(design of their bombs), they quietly showed 
me the six boxes” containing split cores for 
the warheads, as well as “64 ignitors/detona- 
tors per bomb packed in 6 separate boxes,” 
Khan said. 

His visit occurred seven years before the 
country’s first detonation, prompting some 
current and former U.S. officials to say that 
Khan’s account, if correct, suggests North 
Korea’s achievements were more advanced 
than previously known, and that the country 
may have more sophisticated weapons, or a 
larger number, than earlier estimated. 

But Siegfried Hecker, a former Los Ala- 
mos National Laboratory director who was 
allowed to see some North Korean plutonium 
during a visit to its nuclear facilities in Janu- 
ary 2004, said after hearing Khan’s descrip- 
tion of the trip he remains unconvinced that 
the country in 1999 had enough fissile mate- 
rial on hand to make such weapons. 

Hecker said Khan may have tried to get 
himself “off the hook, to say what (he) ... did 
was not that bad because these guys already 
had nuclear weapons. That’s a nice way to 
cover his own tracks.” 

Since some of Khan’s actions were exposed 
in 2003 and 2004, top Pakistani officials have 
called him a rogue proliferator. Khan said, 
however, there was a tacit agreement be- 
tween the two governments that his labora- 
tory “would advise and guide them with the 
centrifuge program and that the North Kore- 
ans would help Pakistan in fitting the nuclear 
warhead into the Ghauri missile” — his coun- 
try’s name for its version of the Nodong mis- 
siles that Pakistan bought from North Korea. 

Pakistan gave North Korea vital equipment 
and software, and in return North Korea also 
“taught us how tomake Krytrons” —extreme- 
ly fast electrical switches that are used in nu- 
clear detonations and are tightly controlled in 
international commerce. Contradicting Paki- 
stani statements that the government had no 
involvement in such sensitive transfers, Khan 
says his assistance was approved by top po- 
litical and Army officials, including then-Lt. 
Gen. Khalid Kidwai, who currently oversees 
Pakistan’s atomic arsenal. 

Khan, 73, is under house arrest in Islam- 
abad. He has threatened to disclose sensitive 
information if he remains in confinement. 

The issue of what the hermetic country 
has been doing with uranium and when it 
started has been especially contentious since

2002. When an Obama administration envoy, 
Stephen Bosworth, visited North Korea this 
month, he “strongly put down a marker” that 
future talks must include discussion of ura- 
nium, a senior U.S. official said. 

Pakistani officials in Washington dis- 
missed Khan’s assertions as baseless, with- 
out responding to questions about Kidwai’s 
role. “Pakistan, as a nuclear weapons state, 
has always acted with full responsibility and 
never engaged itself in any activity in viola- 
tion of the non-proliferation norms,” the em- 
bassy said in a statement. 

Song Ryol Han, the North Korean ambas- 
sador to the United Nations, denied that his 
country had a uranium program before last 
spring or that it ever discussed the issue 
“with Dr. Khan in Pakistan.” Song said that 
“only after last April, when the U.S. hostil- 
ity entered extremely critical stage” did the 
country start such a program as a “nuclear 
deterrence” measure. 

Khan described his dealings with the coun- 
try in official documents and in correspon- 
dence with a former British journalist, Simon 
Henderson, who said he thinks an accurate 
understanding of Pakistan’s nuclear history 
is relevant for U.S. policymaking. The Wash- 
ington Post independently verified that the 
documents were produced by Khan. 

In his written account, Khan said the capac- 
ity of North Korea’s plant for making the cen- 
trifuge feedstock, a caustic material known as 
uranium hexafluoride, was “initially was two 
tons per year” and later was raised to 10 tons 
a year. He did not give the plant’s location but 
said that at one point North Korea sent a ki- 
logram of the gas it had made to Pakistan for 
testing. He also stated that Pakistan shared a 


sample of its own gas to be used as a manu- 
facturing standard by the North Koreans. 

Khan said he negotiated the purchase of 
10 Nodong missiles and related technology 
for $150 million after visiting North Korea in 
1994 at the request of Benazir Bhutto, then 
Pakistan’s prime minister, and top army offi- 
cials. “As a result of this deal, 10 North Kore- 
an experts came to Kahuta and were housed 
within the complex,” Khan said, referring to 
the city in northeastern Pakistan where his 
laboratory is situated. 

Khan said three army staff chiefs approved 
the stay of the North Koreans, who “were of- 
ficially allowed to visit all the workshops and 
meet and discuss freely with the scientists 
and engineers,” including those working on 
P-1 centrifuges, as well as more advanced 
models known as P-2s. 

After gaining the approval of an army 
chief and after the payment of funds by North 
Korea, “I asked my people to prepare 20 out- 
dated P-1 machines and gave them. Since 
they were working in the plant and were fa- 
miliar with the P-2 machines, they asked for 
4 of these too.” 

Several former U.S. officials, after being 
informed of Khan’s statements, said they un- 
dermine North Korea’s 1994 pledge to work 
with the United States “for peace and secu- 
rity on a nuclear-free Korean peninsula.” 

“This paints a picture of even more collab- 
oration than I assumed those countries had,” 
said Robert Joseph, a prominent critic of the 
1994 agreement. Joseph served as the prin- 
cipal nonproliferation official at the White 
House under President George W. Bush from 
2001 to 2005 and then as undersecretary of 
state for arms control. 


Meanwhile, a U.S. soldier sus- 
pected of driving the vehicle that 
killed a 66-year-old man in a hit- 
and-run accident in November 
remains restricted to base. Oki- 
nawa authorities have yet to file 
charges against the Torii Station 
soldier, identified only as a 27- 
year-old staff sergeant.

Yokota teenager 
will not face a 
murder charge

TOKYO — The Yokota teen under 
investigation for causing a Japanese 
motorcyclist to crash could face 
charges of causing injury and ob- 
struction of traffic, but not attempt- 
ed murder, according to Japanese 
officials. 

The 19-year-old male was released 
from custody Christmas Day along 
with three other teens who had been 
held since Dec. 5 on suspicion of at- 
tempted murder, a spokesman from 
the Tokyo district public prosecutor’s 
office in Tachikawa said Monday. 

The oldest teen, along with a 17- 
year-old and two 15-year-olds, were 
suspected of stringing a rope across 
a street near Yokota Air Base late 
last summer. The rope caused a mo- 
torcycle crash, and the 23-year-old 
woman who was driving suffered a 
skull fracture and lay in a coma for 
weeks. 

The prosecutor’s office changed 
the investigation from attempted 
murder to injury because investiga- 
tors found no intent of murder, the 
prosecutor’s spokesman said. 

The teens are in their parents’ 
custody, according to Air Force 
spokesman Maj. Christopher Watt. 
The four, whose parents are airmen 
with the 374th Air Wing at Yokota, 
are not restricted to base, Watt said 
Monday. 

He said base officials have yet to 
determine whether they would take 
any action against the teens. 

“Tt’s too early to tell,” he said dur- 
ing a phone interview. 

Because the teens are civilian fam- 
ily members, base officials are limit- 
ed in the way they could be punished, 
Watt said. Some options could involve 
community service or barring them 
from base, which might mean they 
would return to the States. 

First, Watt said, the military is 
waiting to see how the Japanese of- 
ficials handle the case. 

“We want to make sure we recog- 
nize the Japanese legal system,” he 
said. 

Now the case lies with a Tokyo 
Family Court judge, who can decide 
whether to keep the case and treat 
the remaining suspect as a juvenile 
— in Japan, a 19-year-old can be 
considered a minor — or send the 
case back to Tokyo District Court 
for an official indictment. To date, 
no one has been charged in the case.

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Karzai: 10 civilians 
killed in fight with 
international forces

KABUL — Afghan President 
Hamid Karzai on Monday said 
10 civilians, including eight stu- 
dents, had been killed in fighting 
involving international forces in 
the country’s remote east. He con- 
demned the 
deaths and 
called for an 
investigation. 

Karzai’s 
brief state- 
ment said 
the deaths 
occurred 
Sunday in 
the Narang 
district of 
Kunar prov- 
ince. It did 
not give further details, and other 
reports have been sketchy. 

The provincial police chief, 
Gen. Khalilullah Zaiyi, told The 
Associated Press earlier Mon- 
day that as many as 10 militants 
had been killed in the district on 
Sunday and that investigators had 
been sent to the remote area to 
check reports that civilians were 
among those killed. 

NATO?’s International Security 
Assistance Force said it had no 
immediate information on the 
reported fighting or on Karzai’s 
statement. 

Civilian deaths are one of the 
most sensitive issues for the in- 
ternational military forces in 
Afghanistan. 

Although United Nations fig- 
ures show far more civilians are 
killed by the Taliban, deaths at 
the hands of foreigners spark 
wide resentment and undermine 
international forces’ attempts 
to weaken the Taliban by build- 





ing trust among the peaceful 
population. 

Also Monday, NATO said Af- 
ghan and international forces 
were fighting in the country’s 
northwest after coming under at- 
tack while attempting to secure 
Afghan security forces’ outposts. 

About 60 militants attacked the 
Afghan and international soldiers 
with rocket-propelled grenades 
and small-arms fire from several 
locations near the Bala Murgahb 
district of Badghis province, 
which borders Iran, NATO said. 

“ISAF and Afghan forces con- 
tinue fighting an extended battle 
with small arms and mortar fire 
as well as precision air strikes on 
confirmed insurgent positions,” 
the statement said. 

There were no reports of civil- 
ian casualties, the statement said, 
but it did not specify whether 
there were casualties among the 
troops or militants. 

Two members of the Afghan 
National Police were killed when 
militants attacked a checkpoint in 
western Afghanistan, police said 
Monday. 

Three other policemen were 
missing following the attack Sat- 
urday night in the Qadis district 
of Badghis province, said Raouf 
Ahmedi, a spokesman for the na- 
tional police’s western district. 

A joint force of Afghan and in- 
ternational soldiers fanned out in 
three districts of the province to 
search for militants and the miss- 
ing policemen, he said. 

Separately, NATO _ reported 
Monday that Afghan and inter- 
national security forces captured 
militants Sunday night in Kanda- 
har province in southern Afghan- 
istan and in Wardak and Khost 
provinces in the east. 


40 Iranian prisoners in 
Irag go on hunger strike

BAGHDAD — Around 40 Ira- 
nians held in an Iraqi prison are 
on a hunger strike to demand 
meetings with Iranian officials 
about their cases, an Iraqi gov- 
ernment official said Monday. 

Lawyer Mohammed Radhi said 
the strike has been peaceful since 
its start on Sunday. Radhi works 
for the state-run Human Rights 
Commission. 

The prisoners are being held in 
Nasiriyah, about 200 miles south- 
east of Baghdad. A police official 
said the prisoners have not been 
allowed to talk to the Iranian 
Embassy. 

The prisoners were convicted 
of illegally crossing the border to 
commit terrorist acts and were 
sentenced to between five and 
seven years behind bars, the po- 
lice official said. He spoke on 


condition of anonymity because 
he was not authorized to release 
the information. 

No further information was 
available about individual prison- 
ers or their criminal cases. Iraqi 
and American officials have long 
accused Iran of supporting insur- 
gents in Iraq. 

A spokesman for the Iranian 
Embassy in Baghdad was not 
available Monday. 

The prisoners’ pleas come as 
Tehran struggles to contain civil 
unrest that saw at least eight 
people killed in street demonstra- 
tions on Sunday. 

In June, Iraqi Shiite prisoners 
went on hunger strike to protest 
prison conditions. 

Some of them said they had 
been held for over a year without 
charge. It’s unclear whether the 
short-lived strike resulted in any 
changes.

Islamabad doesn't want to spread military too thin

ISLAMABAD, Pakistan — As Pakistan forges 
ahead with its bid to uproot Taliban fighters from 
tribal areas along the Afghan border, its troops 
are bypassing an enemy that President Barack 
Obama’s administration desperately wants 
confronted. 

Rather than expand on its gains made in South 
Waziristan and drive into North Waziristan to 
tackle the Haqqani net- 
work — a wing of the 4f@ 
Taliban that views U.S. 
and NATO troops in Af- 
ghanistan asits principal 
target — the Pakistan 
military is now focusing 
its attention on driving 
Taliban militants from 
their strongholds in the 
surrounding tribal re- 
gions of Kurram, Or- 
akzai and Khyber. 

One reason Pakistan 
has refused to abide by the U.S. request to go after 
the Haqqani network in North Waziristan, a se- 
nior Pakistani official says, is that it doesn’t have 
the manpower to fight concentrations of militants 
on multiple fronts. Pakistani troops are deployed 
in the Swat Valley, where Taliban fighters were 
driven out during a large offensive last summer. 
Another 30,000 troops are winding down major 
operations to retake control of South Waziristan, 
the Pakistani Taliban’s primary hub. 

Many of those fighters fled to nearby tribal re- 
gions, such as Kurram and Orakzai, which is why 
the Pakistani military has stepped up airstrikes 
in those areas to prevent militants from estab- 
lishing new bases. Earlier this month, Prime 
Minister Yusaf Raza Gilani said the Pakistani 
army’s next major deployment of ground troops 
may target Orakzai. 

“First we would like to consolidate and stabi-

lize, and not get into something that overstretches 
us,” said the official, who spoke on the condition 
of anonymity. 

The bigger reason for Pakistan’s reluctance 
to cooperate, however, lies in the government’s 
ardent belief that the Haqqani network, led by 
Afghan Taliban commander Jalaluddin Haqqani 
and his son, Sirajuddin Haqqani, does not pose a 
direct threat to Pakistan. 

Instead, a friendly relationship with the Af- 
ghan Taliban is seen 
by Pakistanis as a valu- 
able hedge against med- 
dling in Afghanistan by 
Pakistan’s archrival, 
India. Pakistanis also 
view the Haqqanis and 
the rest of the Afghan 
Taliban as linchpins to 
Afghanistan’s future 
once the U.S. decides to 
pull out. At that point, 
Pakistan would prefer 
the Taliban as an ally 
and not a foe. 

“The Americans will leave in 18 months, and 
the Taliban won’t be defeated. If Pakistan has 
earned the hostility of the Afghan Taliban, it 
will be in trouble,” said Javed Hussain, a retired 
brigadier and a former Pakistani special forces 
commander. 

“This concern of Pakistan’s is genuine. We 
cannot afford to earn the wrath of the Taliban 
and the Haqqani group.” 

In recent weeks, Obama has sent several top 
officials to make the case for going after the 
Haqqani network, including Gen. David H. Pe- 
traeus, head of U.S. Central Command; Adm. 
Michael G. Mullen, chairman of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff; and National Security Advisor James 
L. Jones. While Pakistan so far has balked at 
Obama’s demands, U.S. officials have not given 
up on the lobbying bid.

Plot exposes weak security

The explosive allegedly used in the failed bomb- 
ing plot aboard a trans-Atlantic jetliner over Detroit 
on Christmas Day could have been detected by ex- 
isting screening equipment, and the failure to do so 
reflects significant weaknesses in aviation security 
and intelligence, former U.S. government officials 
and international security experts said. 

The compound that Umar Farouk Abdulmutallab 
allegedly brought aboard Northwest Flight 253 from 
Amsterdam was PETN, or pentaerythritol tetrani- 
trate, the same plastic explosive used eight years 
ago by would-be shoe bomber Richard Reid, the 
FBI said. The attack sped the launch of the Trans- 
portation Security Administration, which took over 
and expanded airport security practices to require 
X-ray scanners and metal detectors. 

But technology and methods that might have de- 
tected the explosive have been deployed in airports 
on a limited basis in the face of concerns about pri- 
vacy, cost and the potential to slow security lines. 


The TSA and its counterpart in the Netherlands, 
where Amsterdam Schipol Airport is regarded as 
one of the most secure in the world, have fielded two 
types of screening equipment able to detect PETN. 

However, the first type, detectors that test swabs 
wiped on passengers and baggage for traces of ex- 
plosives, weren’t used because they are generally 
reserved for travelers who trigger added scrutiny. 
Abdulmutallab’s name was not placed on TSA watch 
lists despite warnings by his father to the State De- 
partment, officials said. Abdulmutallab also did not 
pass through the second type of machine, whole- 
body imaging scanners that detect objects under 
clothing, equipment that is also used at Schipol. 

“Security failed,’ said Doron Bergerbest-Eilon, 
Israel’s senior-ranking counterterrorism officer 
from 1997 to 2000 and a former national regulator 
for aviation security. “The system repeatedly fails 
to prevent attacks and protect passengers when 
challenged,” he said, adding that, in the minds of se- 
curity experts, “for all intents and purposes, North- 
west Flight 253 exploded in midair.” 


Al-Qaida returns to Yemeni roots to grow

SAN’A, Yemen — The al-Qaida 
branch linked to the attempt to 
blow up a Detroit-bound North- 
west Airlines flight has for the 
past year escalated efforts to 
exploit Yemen’s instability and 
carve out a leadership role among 
terrorist groups, say Yemeni and 
Western officials, terrorism ana- 
lysts, and tribal leaders. 

U.S. authorities say Umar 
Farouk Abdulmutallab, the Ni- 
gerian suspect who tried to ig- 
nite explosive chemicals with 
a syringe sewn into his under- 
wear, may have been equipped 
and trained by an al-Qaida bomb 
maker in Yemen. He allegedly 
made that claim to FBI agents 
after his arrest. 

Al-Qaida in the Arabian Pen- 
insula claimed responsibility for 
the attempted attack and manu- 
facturing of the explosives, say- 
ing it was retaliation for a U.S. 
operation against the group in 
Yemen. 

If true, it would represent a 
major new threat to the United 
States, the Middle East and the 


Horn of Africa. 

“Al-Qaida started in Yemen 
and the Arabian peninsula, but 
it was raised and nurtured in 
Afghanistan, Pakistan, Iraq and 
other places. Now it is clear that 
it is coming back to its roots and 
growing in Yemen,” said Saeed 
Obaid, a Yemeni terrorism ex- 
pert. “Yemen has become the 
place to best understand al-Qaida 
and its ambitions today.” 

The branch, known as AQAP, 
is led by a new generation of Ye- 
meni and Saudi militants keen 
on transforming Yemen into a 
launching pad for jihad against 
the United States, its Arab allies 
and Israel. 

They have used Yemen’s vast 
stretches of ungoverned, rugged 
terrain; loose-knit tribal struc- 
tures and codes; widespread 
sympathy for al-Qaida; and ani- 
mosity toward U.S. policies to lure 
new recruits and set up training 
bases. 

The branch appears to be try- 
ing to fill a void left by al-Qaida’s 
central body, led by Osama bin 
Laden, which has been weakened 
by military assaults in Pakistan 


and Afghanistan. Although the 
branch mostly operates indepen- 
dently, AQAP leader Nasir al-Wu- 
hayshi is believed to have strong 
contacts with the al-Qaida head, 
analysts say. 

In the past 10 days, the Yemeni 
government has launched aerial 
and ground raids that Yemeni 
officials claim have killed more 
than 50 militants. 

The attempt to down the air- 
liner came less than 24 hours 
after Yemeni forces, backed by 
the United States, carried out an 
airstrike on a meeting of suspect- 
ed al-Qaida leaders in Shabwa, a 
southern province. 

U.S. and Yemeni officials say 
both al-Wuhayshi and his deputy, 
Said al-Shihri, a Saudi national 
and former detainee at the U.S 
facility at Guantanamo Bay, were 
at the meeting, along with Anwar 
al-Awlaki, the radical Yemeni 
American cleric linked to the 
gunman charged with killing 13 
people at the Fort Hood military 
base Nov. 5.

Federal

In a statement posted on the 
Internet, al-Qaida in the Ara- 
bian Peninsula said Nigerian 
Umar Farouk Abdulmutallab, 
23, coordinated with members 
of the group, an alliance of mili- 
tants based in Saudi Arabia and 
Yemen. 

Critics and administration offi- 
cials have questioned how Abdul- 
mutallab was allowed to board the 
flight. A senior U.S. intelligence 
official said authorities were re- 
viewing procedures that govern 
the lists, which could include how 
someone is placed on or moved 
between various databases. 

“Why wasn’t he flagged at a 
higher screening level?” Home- 
land Security Secretary Janet 
Napolitano said on ABC’s “Good 
Morning America.” “How did he 
get an explosive substance on to 
the plane? All of those are serious 
questions that we are now look- 
ing at.”

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Meanwhile, in-flight security 
rules have been eased after a 
two-day clampdown, airline of- 
ficials familiar with the matter 
said Monday. 

At the captain’s discretion, 
passengers can once again have 
blankets and other items on their 
laps or move about the cabin dur- 
ing the tail end of flight. Restric- 
tions on in-flight entertainment 
systems that show the plane’s 
path were also lifted. 

The airline officials spoke on 
condition of anonymity because 
federal safety officials had not 
publicly announced the changes. 

A spokeswoman for the Trans- 
portation Security Adminis- 
tration said the agency was 
“continually reviewing and up- 
dating” security measures. She 
declined to offer details. 

Abdulmutallab is accused of 
trying to detonate an explosive 
device hidden on his body as 
the plane approached Detroit 
on a flight from Amsterdam last 
Friday. 

His name was one of about 
550,000 in the Terrorist Identi- 
ties Datamart Environment da- 
tabase.

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Weekend 
box office 
sets record

It was a memorable and merry 
Christmas in Hollywood as mov- 
iegoers shattered box-office re- 
cords, responding in droves to a 
diverse array of high-profile re- 
leases over the holiday weekend. 

The estimated $278 million 
in weekend box-office revenue 
broke the previous record of 
roughly $253 million set in July 
2008, the weekend “The Dark 
Knight” was released. 

A diverse group of films drew 
throngs: James Cameron’s “Ava- 
tar” pushed strongly into its 
second week while “Sherlock 
Holmes,” “Alvin and the Chip- 
munks: The Squeakquel” and 
“Tt’s Complicated” all opened. 

“Avatar,” the 3-D epic, topped 
them all, earning $75 million, 
according to studio estimates 
Sunday.

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Dems unsure on public option 


House members fear for element not in Senate health care bill

WASHINGTON — House Demo- 
crats aren’t optimistic that a govern- 
ment insurance plan, a central element 
of health care legislation passed in 
their chamber, will survive negotia- 
tions with the Senate. 

While insisting “it’s not dead,” Rep. 
Chris Van Hollen of Maryland said 
Sunday he recognizes realities in 
the Senate, where Democrats had to 
scrape up every vote from their side to 
pass a bill — even one without a gov- 
ernment plan to compete in the private 
insurance marketplace. 

“Before the House was to give up 
the public option, we would want to be 
persuaded that there are other mecha- 
nisms in whatever bill comes out that 
will keep down premiums,” Van Hol- 
len said. “We’ve got to make sure that 
the final product is affordable.” 

Rep. James Clyburn of South Caro- 
lina, the No. 3 Democrat in the House 
and one who had appealed to President 
Barack Obama not to yield on the pub- 
lic plan, set out conditions for yielding 
himself. 

“We want a public option to do basi- 
cally three things: Create more choice 
for insurers, create more competition 
for insurance companies, and to con- 
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tain costs,” Clyburn said. “So if we can 
come up with a process by which these 
three things can be done, then I’m all 
for it. Whether or not we label it a pub- 
lic option or not is of no consequence.” 

Sen. Robert Menendez, D-N.J., un- 
derscored the divisions Democrats 
will need to bridge when negotiators 
from the House and Senate meet next 
month to reconcile the two bills. He

said there will need to be more give 
on the House side than the Senate, 
which took weeks to find 60 votes for 
passage. 

“If we are going to have a final law, 
it will look a lot more like the Sen- 
ate version than the House version,” 
Menendez said. 

The Senate’s Christmas Eve achieve- 
ment brought the nation closer than 
it’s been for generations to a new order 
in health insurance. It would eventu- 
ally require nearly all Americans to 
get coverage, help many pay for it and 
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restrict onerous insurance company 
practices such as denying coverage to 
people with pre-existing sickness. 

But nothing will change for anyone 
until the House and Senate can settle 
on common legislation, pass it and 
send it to Obama. 

The high stakes have both parties 
hoping they can find a few converts 
from the other side. Nearly every Re- 
publican in Congress has opposed the 
measures. 

“If some of the Republicans would 
come forward with suggestions — 
offer a vote or two, or three or four 
— to take away the need to have every 
last one of the 60 Democrats, you’d 
have a much better bill in accordance 
with the tradition of the Congress, 
especially the Senate, on bipartisan- 
ship,” said Democratic Sen. Arlen 
Specter of Pennsylvania, himself a 
party switcher. 

Republican Sen. Jim DeMint of 
South Carolina voiced similar hope, 
to opposite ends: for “a few Democrats 
to stand up in the House that maybe 
didn’t before and help us stop this 
thing.” 
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Some fear cuts are 
putting kids at risk

MIAMI 
eginning driver Ashley 
Crawford grips the worn gray 
steering wheel and warily be- 
gins maneuvering the 1999 
Ford Escort through a set of bright or- 
ange traffic cones outside Killian Senior 
High School. 

She considers herself lucky: Because 
of budget cuts, many schools around the 
country are leaving driver’s ed by the side 
of the road. They are cutting back on be- 
hind-the-wheel instruction or eliminating 
it altogether, leaving it to parents to either 
teach their teenagers themselves or send 
them to commercial driving schools. 

“If my parents would have taught me, it 
would have been different,” said Ashley, 
a 16-year-old sophomore. “When I drive, 
they try to tell me what to do, and I get 
nervous.” 

Some educators and others worry that 
such cutbacks could prove tragic. 

“As soon as people start taking driver’s 
education away from the kids, we’re going 
to pay for it with lost lives, collisions, and 
ultimately that costs everybody,” said 
John Bolen, past president of the Florida 
Professional Driving School Association. 

Some worry also that many parents 
can’t afford the $350 to $700 that private 
lessons can cost or don’t have the skills 
to teach their kids themselves. Even for 
those who can do it, the combination of 
parents, teenagers and learning how to 
drive can be volatile. 

In more than half the states, minors 
who want a license must take driver’s 
education from a certified instructor, 
said Allen Robinson, CEO of the Ameri- 
can Driver and Traffic Safety Education 
Association. However, that doesn’t neces- 
sarily mean schools are required to offer 
aclass. (Generally, after age 18, would-be 
drivers do not have to undergo any for- 
mal instruction.) 

High schools started rolling back driv- 
er’s ed after their effectiveness was called 
into question in the 1980s. The more re- 
cent cutbacks have been driven by school 
funding shortages, and the trend might 
be accelerating because of the downturn

in the economy, said J. Peter Kissinger, 
president and CEO of the AAA Founda- 
tion for Traffic Safety. 

In Miami-Dade County, the nation’s 
fourth-largest school system got rid 
of driver’s ed during the day at all but 
Killian and another school. Students can 
still enroll in a free after-school course at 
one of the district’s adult education cen- 
ters. But that is not an option for the many 
thousands of students who play sports or 
are involved in other extracurricular ac- 
tivities, or cannot get a ride. 

About 10 high schools in Georgia elimi- 
nated or reduced driver’s education this 
school year. A dozen more did the same 


in Kansas last year. In Volusia County, 
Fla., schools eliminated daytime driver’s 
ed three years ago, replacing it with sum- 
mer, after-school and Saturday classes. 
Enrollment plummeted two-thirds, sav- 
ing about $400,000 a year. 

“This is not because they don’t believe 
in driver’s ed,” said Bob Dallas, director 
of the Georgia Governor’s Office of High- 
way Safety. “They do, but they’re facing 
the same financial pressure that every- 
body in government is facing.” 

“It could save lives. It’s very simple,” 
said Jack Barnes, director of schools in 
Sullivan County, Tenn. “We don’t want 
any of our students injured or killed be- 


cause of mistakes they made that possi- 
bly a program like this could help.” 

Motor vehicle crashes are the leading 
cause of death for U.S. teens; in 2007, an 
average of 11 16- to 19-year-olds died 
every day. 

But Russ Rader, a spokesman for the 
Insurance Institute for Highway Safety, 
said studies show there is no difference 
in crash risk between 16- and 17-year- 
olds who take driver’s ed and those who 
don’t. 

“In some cases, driver’s education has 
a negative effect because in some states 
you can get a license sooner if you take 
driver’s ed,” he said.

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Pregnancy policy consequences 


I was disheartened to read about the new 
rule for servicemembers assigned to north- 
ern Iraq that [would have] imposed punish- 
ment for members who become pregnant 
and their sexual partner. It [might have] 
created a harmful barrier between our 
deployed people and their health care 
provider. 

It is my sense that punitive policies may 
displace the focus among deployed mem- 
bers from preserving their health to pre- 
venting the consequences of getting caught 
for having sex. Members may be hesitant 
to seek pregnancy testing and instead hide 
their condition as long as possible. This 
could result in harm to the member and 
her fetus. 

Similar policies that prohibit sex are also 
harmful. People with symptoms of a sexu- 
ally transmitted infection may avoid seek- 
ing care. People may be afraid to ask for 
birth control pill refills or condoms. In ef- 
fect, these fears or concerns may dilute the 
capacity of military medicine to protect 
the health of deployed members. 

Even if this policy [had not been] strictly 
enforced, the rumor that a “policy of pun- 
ishment” is in force may negatively affect 
the health-care-seeking behavior of our 
people, driving them away from their heal- 
er, delaying pregnancy testing, delaying 
diagnosis of infections, inhibiting opportu- 
nities for prevention counseling and future 
risk reduction, extending the period of STI 
infectivity to future partners, and exacer- 
bating STI illness by delaying treatment. 

There are instances in which medi- 
cal professionals have a duty to disclose 
patient information to a third party, such 
as reports of child abuse or threats to do 
harm. Outside of these well-defined and 
rare instances, military medicine must 
provide a reasonable and reliable level of 
patient privacy. Breaches of medical pri-

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Obama's ambitions outpace effectiveness

arack Obama arrived at 
the White House with a 
daunting to-do list. 

He promised to save 
the economy from ruin, redesign 
the health care system, reregu- 
late the financial industry, retool 
energy policy, slow global warm- 
ing, reform education, write a 
new immigration law and serve 
as midwife to a new era of bi- 
partisan cooperation. He said he 
would close the prison camp at 
Guantanamo, organize an orderly 
withdrawal from Iraq, stave off 
defeat in Afghanistan, negotiate 
with Iran, make progress toward 
Israeli-Palestinian peace, con- 
vince the world’s Muslims that 
America was their friend, launch 
a new drive toward global nucle- 
ar disarmament — and, while he 
was at it, bring the 2016 Olympics 
to Chicago. 

All those goals were worthy. 
Some were responses to cri- 
ses that couldn’t be ducked. But 
others were electives added by 
the president. And the agenda 
quickly proved longer and more 
ambitious than either Congress 
or President Obama’s executive 
branch could handle. 

Obama turned out to be mas- 
terful at launching new policies 
but inconsistent at getting them to 
work. His presidency threatened 
to fall into a worrisome pattern: 
the announcement of a lofty goal, 


the delegation of implementation 
to second-rank officials, a missed 
deadline or two, last-minute in- 
tervention by the president to res- 
cue the effort from collapse, and, 
finally, mixed results — followed 
by a statement claiming victory. 

Take the $787 billion eco- 
nomic stimulus plan that Obama 
muscled through Congress as his 
first item of business in February. 
It was big, bold and ambitious 
— but in political terms, it’s been 
a failure. Most economists say 
the stimulus has saved at least 
half a million jobs, but Obama 
hasn’t convinced most voters that 
the impact is real. A program to 
save homeowners from foreclo- 
sure has mostly been a bust. The 
most visibly successful piece of 
the administration’s economic 
rescue plan has been its bailout 
of Wall Street — a favor invest- 
ment bankers repaid by awarding 
themselves huge bonuses. 

A Pew poll this month found 
that only 30 percent of respon- 
dents believed Obama’s policies 
had made the economy better. A 
president who made his name as 
a gifted speechmaker has fall- 
en into a spectacular failure in 
communicating. He might have 
served himself better by making 
fewer trips to Scandinavia and 
more to construction sites in Mid- 
dle America. 

There’s been an important spill- 
over effect: Obama’s other poli- 
cies — on health care and energy, 
for example — have lost popular 


support along with his economic 
plan. Despite the depth of the 
economic crisis, the public isn’t 
clamoring for more federal inter- 
vention; quite the contrary. That 
means Obama hasn’t succeeded 
in building a strong constitu- 
ency for his overall philosophy of 
government, a shortfall that will 
limit what he can achieve from 






here on. 

By historical 
Obama’s first year wasn’t bad 
at all. He stopped an economic 
free fall and got most of the way 
to a health care plan of historic 


standards, 


proportions. In foreign policy, 
he made credible starts in Iraq 
and Afghanistan, and suffered no 
outright disasters — a statement

But graded against his own am- 
bitions, he fell short.

Unconnected dots (again) on latest incident in skies

he thwarted Christmas Day air- 

plane bombing raises three causes 

for alarm. First, it illustrates a 

screening system that remains 
porous enough to let a suspect board with 
the same explosive shoe-bomber Richard 
Reid attempted to use in 2001. Second, it 
exposes a terrorism bureaucracy too clum- 
sy to catapult the suspect, Umar Farouk 
Abdulmutallab, at least to a higher level 
of preflight scrutiny after his father came 
forward with warnings that he might pose 
a danger. Third, if it is true that the sus- 
pect received explosives training from al- 
Qaida in Yemen, the incident underscores 
the emergence of that troubled nation as 
a training ground for terrorists. To that 
initial list, we would add a fourth: the dis- 
turbingly defensive reaction of the Obama 
administration. 

No screening system can be foolproof, 
and every system must balance security 
against the need to allow an acceptably 
free flow of travel. But the system appar- 
ently failed in the case of Abdulmutallab 
in significant part because available tech- 
nologies were not employed. The explosive 
PETN, pentaerythritol tetranitrate, that 
Abdulmutallab allegedly carried would 
not be found through normal X-rays or 
metal detectors. However, it is detectable 
by bomb-sniffing dogs, by “sniffer” tech- 
nology that blows particles off travelers, 
or by swabbing passengers for traces of 
explosives; full-body imaging might also 
have been helpful. Abdulmutallab does not 
appear to have undergone any such screen- 
ing in Lagos, Nigeria, where his travel 
started, or in Amsterdam, where he board- 
ed the Northwest flight for Detroit. Given 
the continuing threat, it may be necessary 





to re-examine the need for such intensive 
screening before flights are cleared for the 
United States. 

More disturbing is the apparent failure 
of U.S. authorities to respond swiftly and 
seriously to warnings by Abdulmutallab’s 
father about his son’s “radicalization and 
associations” with Islamist extremists. As 
the recently retired chairman of a major 
Nigerian bank, Alhaji Umaru Mutallab 
was a credible source; his alert to Nigerian 
and U.S. Embassy officials in Lagos about 
his son’s increasingly militant views should 
have been enough to prompt an immediate 
review of Mutallab’s multiple-entry visa 
and, at a minimum, to have him flagged 
for extra security precautions. The notion 
that there was “insufficient derogatory in- 
formation available” to do more than add 
Abdulmutallab’s name to a broad terror 


watch list, as the administration suggested, 
is infuriating. This was not an American 
citizen entitled to due-process protections 
and the right to enter the country at will. 
How much more derogatory does informa- 
tion have to be than a father’s warning that 
his son is dabbling in radical Islam? 

The episode also serves as another so- 
bering reminder that eliminating Afghani- 
stan as a haven for terrorist planning is 
necessary but not sufficient. Yemen will 
be “a fertile ground for the training and 
recruitment of Islamist militant groups for 
the foreseeable future,” Andrew Exum and 
Richard Fontaine warned in a report last 
month for the Center for a New American 
Security. “Internet message boards linked 
to al-Qaida are encouraging fighters from 
across the Islamic world to flock to Yemen,” 
they noted. A successful U.S. counterter- 


rorism strategy will have to devote atten- 
tion and, more important, resources to 
states such as Yemen and Somalia if they 
are not to become the next Afghanistan. 
The Obama administration appears to un- 
derstand this reality, as demonstrated by 
U.S. involvement in recent Yemeni strikes 
on al-Qaida forces there. 

Finally, itis hardly reassuring to argue, as 
Homeland Security Secretary Janet Napoli- 
tano did on ABC’s “This Week,” that “once 
the incident occurred, the system worked.” 
The attack was averted because of the luck 
of a faulty detonator and the quick response 
of alert passengers. White House press sec- 
retary Robert Gibbs said the president has 
ordered a review into “did the government 
do everything that it could have with the 
information that they had?” The answer to 
that question seems obvious.

LIENZ, Austria — Overall 
champion Lindsey Vonn got a 
scare Monday when she injured 
her left arm in a crash during 
the opening run of a World Cup 
giant slalom. The United States’ 
top Olympic medal hopeful was 
afraid she’d broken the arm, but 
later learned the pain she was 
feeling was caused by a bruise. 

“It’s not a classic broken wrist, 
but aswelling,” Dr. Eduard Sporer 
of the Lienz district hospital said. 
“She’s got a lot of pain now, but if 
she feels well she could start” in 
Tuesday’s slalom race. 

Vonn lost her balance on a 
bump after a sharp left turn, hit- 
ting a gate and losing a ski. Other 
skiers reported that snow was 
grippy in that area on a course 
that otherwise was fast and icy. 
After staying down for almost 10 
minutes and receiving first aid, 
Vonn put her skis back on and 
went down the hill with her arm 
in a sling. 

With the Vancouver Olympics 
looming, U.S. speed coach Alex 
Hoedlmoser said skipping the 
slalom might be a good idea. 

“Tt definitely would make sense 
looking at the bigger picture for 
her to rest for a couple of days,” 
he said. “But I know Lindsey, and 
I know she wants to race. It all de- 
pends on how painful it is.” 

Maria Riesch, who is the clos- 
est challenger to Vonn in the over- 
all standings, went immediately 
after the American and was dis- 
tracted by the crash of her close 
friend. The German skier missed 
a gate on the middle section of the 
partly icy Schlossberg course. 

“It’s hard to stay focused and 
keep your concentration during 
such a break,” said Riesch. “But 
it wasn’t the main reason for my 
mistake. It’s more down to my 
lack of self-confidence in GS at 
the moment.” 

Kathrin Hoelzl of Germany 
won the GS by 0.05 seconds over 
Manuela Moelgg of Italy. Taina 
Barioz of France was 0.11 back. 

Vonn, the two-time defending 
overall champion, stayed atop the 
overall standings with 581 points 
to Riesch’s 531.

m@ Andrej Jerman of Slovenia 
was fastest in Monday’s final 
training session for Tuesday’s 
men’s World Cup downhill at 
Bormio, Italy. American Bode 
Miller is skipping the the race to 
rest a gimpy ankle. 

m@ Former Olympic ski jump- 
ing champion Matti Nykanen is 
being investigated for an alleged 
attack on his wife. Finnish po- 
lice said Nykanen, 46, allegedly 
attempted to stab his wife and 
strangle her with a bath robe belt 
on Christmas Day. 

The four-time Olympic gold 
medalist was released Monday 
after charges for attempted man- 
slaughter were dropped. Police 
said Nykanen could be charged 
with aggravated assault. 

Reports of Nykanen’s drinking 
and violent outbursts have ap- 
peared in Finnish media since he 
retired. In 2004, he was sentenced 
to two years in prison after stab- 
bing a drinking companion. 


Final proposal made by Arum 
to Pacquiao camp 


LAS VEGAS — Promoter Bob 
Arum delivered what he said 
would be his last proposal Sun- 
day to salvage the March 13 fight 
between Manny Pacquiao and 
Floyd Mayweather Jr., which has 
been on life support over a blood 
testing dispute. 

Mayweather’s camp had want- 
ed Olympic-level testing con- 
ducted by the U.S. Anti-Doping 
Agency, but Pacquiao balked at 
that, suggesting USADA bias. 

Under Arum’s proposal, the 
Nevada Athletic Commission 
would have the final say in how 
much testing there would be for 
the fight and when testing would 
take place. 

Preparations for the fight would 
go forward and there would be 
three blood tests — none within 
30 days of the fight — unless the 
commission decided otherwise 
during its mid-January meeting. 

“We will go along with what 
the Nevada commission decides. 
We will give them a blank check,” 
Arum said. “We want this fight to 
go forward.” 


U.S. tops Swiss in juniors 


REGINA, Saskatchewan — 
Jack Campbell made 22 saves 
to ensure the United States re- 
mained unbeaten in the world 
junior hockey championship with 
a 3-0 victory over Switzerland on 
Sunday. Chris Kreider, Matt Don- 
ovan and A.J. Jenks scored for 
the Americans (2-0), who opened 
the tournament with an equally 
impressive 7-3 victory over Slo- 
vakia on Saturday. 

Benjamin Conz made 46 saves 
for Switzerland (0-1).

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Colts deal with unfamiliar feeling 


Starters rest as Jets end Indy’s 23-game regular-season streak

INDIANAPOLIS — For the 
first time as the Indianapolis 
Colts’ head coach, Jim Caldwell 
answered the postgame ques- 
tions his opponents had faced all 
season. 

Nobody had opened an NFL 
coaching career with as many 
consecutive victories as Caldwell, 
but Indianapolis’ 23-game regu- 
lar-season winning streak and 
hopes of becoming the second 
team to finish a regular season 
16-0 ended with a 29-15 loss to the 
New York Jets on Sunday. 

The Colts already had clinched 
homefield advantage throughout 
the playoffs, so Caldwell’s pri- 
mary concern was keeping his 
players healthy. He pulled quar- 
terback Peyton Manning with 
Indianapolis leading 15-10 in the 
third quarter, and the Jets took 
advantage. 

Caldwell was an assistant under 
Tony Dungy the last time the 
Colts had lost a regular-season 
game, on Oct. 27, 2008, at Tennes- 
see. Though the Colts (14-1) are 
more concerned with winning a 
Super Bowl than chasing records, 
they weren’t fond of getting reac- 
quainted with losing. 

“It’s been a long time,” Caldwell 
said. “It’s always disappointing 
when you lose, regardless of the 
circumstances.” 

The Colts starters knew they 
likely wouldn’t finish the game, 
but it didn’t make them feel bet- 
ter about the outcome. 

“It feels like a loss,” Colts cen- 
ter Jeff Saturday said. “I can tell 
you that I didn’t go out there to 
lose, that’s a fact.” 

The Jets would make the play- 
offs for the first time since 2006 
with a victory next week at home 
against the AFC North champion 
Cincinnati Bengals. They said

the fact the Colts benched many 
of their stars took nothing from 
their victory. 

“They’re the No. 1 team in the 
AFC, and they can make what- 
ever decision they want,” Jets 
receiver Jerricho Cotchery said. 
“But we’re not going to apologize 
for a win.” 

It looked like the Colts might 
give themselves a chance to win 
another tight one, but Brad Smith 
took the second-half kickoff 106 
yards to give the Jets (8-7) a 10-9 
lead. It was the longest return in 
Jets history and tied for the sec- 
ond-longest in NFL history with 
three others. 


The Colts responded with an 
81-yard touchdown drive. Donald 
Brown bounced off two defenders 
on a 1-yard run to give Indianapo- 
lis a 15-10 lead with 10:13 left in 
the third quarter. 

Rookie Curtis Painter stepped 
in for Manning, and his introduc- 
tion to NFL regular-season play 
was swift and cruel. On the first 
play of his second series, the for- 
mer Purdue quarterback was hit 
from behind by linebacker Calvin 
Pace. Marques Douglas recov- 
ered the fumble and scored, and 
a two-point conversion pass from 
Mark Sanchez to Dustin Keller 
made it 18-15. 


Painter completed four of 11 
passes for 44 yards with an in- 
terception. In his six possessions, 
the Colts netted one first down 
and committed two turnovers. 
Manning considered the fact that 
the Jets entered the game as the 
league’s No. 1 defense in his as- 
sessment of Painter’s effort. 

“We put him in a tough spot,” 
Manning said. “That’s a tough 
defense to go against, multiple 
looks, multiple schemes, good 
players. For never having played 
in an NFL game, that was a tough 
spot to put him in.” 

Manning completed 14 of 21 
passes for 192 yards and played 
long enough to join Brett Favre, 
Dan Marino and John Elway as 
the only players to pass for 50,000 
yards. He appeared to be upset 
with the coaching staff about 
being replaced, but clarified the 
situation afterward. 

“T’d be careful analyzing my 
facial expressions,” he said. “I 
wouldn’t do that. I was not sur- 
prised. I knew potentially that 
was part of the plan. There was 
no head coach-quarterback ar- 
gument of any sort. I was on the 
same page with coach Caldwell.” 

The Jets sealed the victory with 
two fourth-quarter scores — Jay 
Feely’s 43-yard field goal and 
Thomas Jones’ 1-yard TD run. 

They expected the Colts to be 
competitive with Painter. 

“All those guys are capable,” 
linebacker Bart Scott said. “If 
you are on a roster in the NFL, 
you are a capable player.” 

“We don’t put losses into our 
long-term goals,’ Colts receiver 
Reggie Wayne said. “We hope we 
can finish flawless, but we know 
that’s not always the case. It’s 
football. That’s how it goes some- 
times. Hopefully, we’ve got the 
right formula, and we’ve figured 
it out, and we’re ready to fire on 
all cylinders for the playoffs.” 


Cowboys blank Redskins, set up showdown for NFC East

LANDOVER, Md. — The Dal- 
las Cowboys finally have a handle 
on their December doldrums. 

Now it’s time to work on 
January. 

The Cowboys returned to the 
playoffs Sunday night, pitching a 
17-0 shutout in their 100th meet- 
ing with the Washington Red- 
skins and setting up an NFC East 
title showdown with the Philadel- 
phia Eagles. 

After losing its first two games 
this month, Dallas recovered 
to win back-to-back December 
games for the first time since 
2003. The latest victory elimi- 
nated the New York Giants from 
playoff contention. 

“T think we showed the De- 


cember jinx is not here,” said re- 
ceiver Roy Williams, who caught 
a touchdown pass in the first 
quarter. “Last year, we were in 
the same situation and didn’t get 
it done. 2009’s a different year.” 

But what about 2010? The Cow- 
boys (10-5) haven’t won in Janu- 
ary since 2000 and haven’t won 
a playoff game since 1996. Next 
week they will host the Eagles 
(11-4) in a regular-season finale 
with the division crown on the 
line; the loser will have to settle 
for a wild-card berth. 

“T look at Philadelphia as a 
playoff game,” Cowboys owner 
and general manager Jerry Jones 
said. “It’s so meaningful to us.” 

Tony Romo completed 25 of 
38 passes with a touchdown, and 


he had his first interception in 
five games — a reversal from his 
turnover sprees of Decembers 
past. Jason Witten had a career- 
long 69-yard reception to set up a 
score, and the defense posted the 
Cowboys-Redskins rivalry’s first 
shutout since Dallas’ 27-0 road 
victory on Dec. 14, 2003. 

Dallas holds a commanding 59- 
39-2 lead in the 50-year-old series. 
The Cowboys didn’t allow Wash- 
ington to score a touchdown this 
year — the other meeting was a 
7-6 victory on Nov. 22 — and they 
played their part in the Redskins’ 
first winless season in NFC East 
play since 1994. 

“T think they’ve learned to play 
under pressure, and I think that’s 
important,” coach Wade Phillips 


said. “It’ll come in handy here 
when we get to the playoffs. But 
we’ve got another pressure game 
next week.” 

The Redskins (4-11), distracted 
by more off-the-field news, put 
on another embarrassing perfor- 
mance against a rival in prime 
time. After the game, coach Jim 
Zorn — widely seen as a lame 
duck — uttered sentences con- 
taining the same adjectives, over 
and over: “frustrating,” “hard,” 
“frustrating,” “hard,” “devastat- 
ing,” “hard,” “very hard,” “devas- 
tating,” “very hard” and “awful.” 

“T want to get to five wins,” he 
finally said. “It seems frivolous, 
doesn’t it?” 

Eagles 30, Broncos 27: David 
Akers kicked a 28-yard field goal 


with 4 seconds remaining, lift- 
ing host Philadelphia to a victory 
over Denver (8-7). 

The Broncos, who won their 
first six games, no longer control 
their playoff destiny and are tied 
with four other teams in the chase 
for the two AFC wild-card spots. 

Cardinals 31, Rams 10: At 
Glendale, Ariz., Kurt Warner 
threw for 196 of his 313 yards in 
the second quarter and Arizona 
(10-5) beat St. Louis (1-14) for the 
seventh time in a row. 

49ers 20, Lions 6: Frank 
Gore scored on a 1-yard run and 
topped the 1,000-yard mark for 
the fourth straight year as host 
San Francisco (7-8) beat Detroit

Davis buzzer-beater stops

LOS ANGELES — For the first 
47'/2 minutes, Rajon Rondo was 
quicker, sharper and smoother 
than Baron Davis. 

In the final seconds, the Boston 
youngster just couldn’t match the 
bearded one’s California cool. 

Davis hit along fallaway jumper 
at the buzzer after Rondo missed 
two free throws 1.5 seconds ear- 
lier as the Los Angeles Clippers 
dramatically snapped the Celtics’ 
nine-game road winning streak 
with a 92-90 victory on Sunday. 

Davis had 24 points and 13 
assists for the Clippers, whose 
three-game losing streak ended 
when Davis took an inbounds 
pass with a second left, pivoted 
and hopped backward for a per- 
fect 22-footer while drawing a 
little contact from Rondo, giving 
Los Angeles its only lead of the 
second half. 

Davis knows drama, as he 
proved during his thrill-filled 
tenure with the Golden State 
Warriors before joining the Clip- 
pers last season. 

“T’m used to taking them and 
making them,” Davis said with a 
shrug. “I’ve been in that situation 
before. Every time I get in that 
situation, I feel like I can make 
that shot. You’ve just got to pre- 
pare your mind for it when you go 
out there to take that shot.” 

On the verge of a fourth straight 
loss that would have dropped 
them a season-worst six games 
below .500, the Clippers erased 
an 11-point deficit against the 
team with the NBA’s second-best 
record and just one loss in its pre- 
vious 15 games. Los Angeles tied 
it when Rasual Butler hit a three- 
pointer off a drive-and-dish pass 
from Davis with 8.5 seconds left. 

Rondo scored 20 points in an- 
other impressive offensive game 
for the Celtics, but his free throw 
woes — he’s hovering near 53 
percent for the season — cost the 
Celtics dearly. After drawing a 
foul from Davis, his two misses 
were actually three, including an- 
other shot that was waved off in 
between the two that counted.

N’western ranked 1st time since ’69

It usually isn’t big news when 
a team from the Big Ten moves 
into The Associated Press’ col- 
lege basketball poll.

Northwestern (10-1) has won 
nine straight games since a loss 
to Butler.

“The impact that that story had 
made it the story of the year,” said 
Lance Hanlin, sports editor of the 
Beaufort (S.C.) Gazette and The 
(Hilton Head) Island Packet. “It 
was a big, ongoing, overall story.” 

In fact, the Woods scandal fin- 
ished fifth in the top story voting. 
Jimmie Johnson’s unprecedented 
fourth straight NASCAR cham- 
pionship was second, followed 
by Roger Federer winning his 
15th Grand Slam tournament and 
Brett Favre ending his (second) 
retirement to lead the Minnesota 
Vikings to the division title. 

This year’s balloting was un- 
usual in that a major story — 
Woods’ accident on Nov. 27 and 
the salacious revelations that fol- 
lowed — happened after voting 
had started. 

By then, 37 of 161 ballots had 
been submitted by editors of U.S. 
newspapers which are members 
of the AP. The voters were asked 
to rank the top 10 sports stories of 
the year, with the first-place story 
getting 10 points, the second- 
place story receiving nine points, 
and so on. 

Given the extraordinary nature 
of the Woods story, the AP added 
it to the top stories ballot Nov. 30 
and gave editors who had voted 
prior to that the chance to submit 
a new ballot, which about 10 did. 

“T think it’s transcended sports 
in general. It’s become a na- 
tional story,” said Phil Kaplan, 
the deputy sports editor of the 
Knoxville (Tenn.) News Sentinel, 
who changed his vote to place the 
Woods’ scandal ahead of base- 
ball’s drug woes. 

“He’s such a figure in sports 
that people are interested,” Ka- 
plan added. “People who don’t 
follow sports are following this 
story.” 

Nonetheless, the final tally had 
the steroids story with 800 points 
to 617 points for Woods’ travails. 
And even if only the votes cast 
after the Woods’ scandal broke 
were counted, editors still picked 
the steroid scourge as the year’s 
top story. 

Voters who included the Woods 
saga on their list, however, were 
more likely to make it their top 
item: His downfall received 41 
first-place votes compared with 
27 for the steroids crisis. 

Though only one major leaguer 
tested positive for a performance- 
enhancing drug in this, the first 
full year under toughened rules, 
baseball still finds itself trapped 
in the clutches of the Steroid Era. 

Spring training began with A- 
Rod, the highest-paid player in the 
game and one of its biggest stars, 
admitting that he used banned 
substances from 2001-2003 while 
playing for the Texas Rangers. 
Initially greeted with boos and 
foam syringes by some fans, the 
taunts quieted as he and the New 


York Yankees steamrolled their 
way to a 27th World Series title. 

But he will forever be linked to 
Barry Bonds, Mark McGwire and 
Sammy Sosa — and not only be- 
cause of their place on baseball’s 
home run list. 

In May, Ramirez was suspend- 
ed for 50 games after baseball 
obtained records that showed 
the Los Angeles Dodgers slug- 
ger used the female fertility drug 
HCG, or human chorionic gonad- 
otropin. HCG is popular among 
steroid users because it can miti- 
gate the side effects of ending a 
cycle of the drugs. 

The summer brought reports 
that Ortiz and Sosa were on the 
infamous “list,” 104 players who 
federal prosecutors allege tested 
positive in baseball’s anonymous 
2003 survey. 

Sosa’s inclusion was hardly a 
surprise. Neither he nor McG- 
wire, the stars of baseball’s great 
home run race in 1998, have ever 
admitted using performance-en- 
hancing drugs. But people have 
been suspicious of them for years, 
and their appearances before a 
Congressional committee in 2005 
did nothing to change that. 

Ortiz, though, was considered 
one of baseball’s good guys, his 
size, smile and cute nickname 
making him seem more teddy 
bear than surly slugger. 

Ortiz said he may have been 
careless in buying over-the-coun- 
ter supplements and vitamins, but 
he insisted he’s never knowingly 
used performance-enhancing 
drugs. And because the results 
of that 2003 survey were sup- 
posed to be anonymous and are 
now under seal, there’s no way 
to know whether Ortiz actually 
tested positive or, if he did test 
positive, whether it was for ste- 
roids or a substance contained in 
a supplement. 

Miguel Tejada finally ’fessed up 
to buying HGH — he still says he 
threw the drugs away — and be- 
came the first high-profile player 
to be convicted of a crime stem- 
ming from the steroids mess. He 
was sentenced to a year of proba- 
tion after pleading guilty in fed- 
eral court to misleading Congress 
about the use of performance-en- 
hancing drugs. 

Bonds and Roger Clemens re- 
main in limbo, their legal cases 
related to performance-enhanc- 
ing drugs working their way 
through the system. 

Baseball is in a sort of limbo, 
too, unable to shake the taint of 
drugs no matter how often it tests 
its players or how many suspen- 
sions it hands out. 

“Too bad for him, too bad for 
baseball. Too bad for both,” New 
York Yankees star Derek Jeter 
said last summer when the news 
about Ortiz surfaced. “I’m sad 
for everyone. Once again, we’re 
sitting here talking about this 
again.”

Johnson received 42 votes from 
editors of U.S. newspapers which 
are members of the AP. Tennis 
star Roger Federer (30 votes) and 
Olympic sprinter Usain Bolt (29) 
were the only other athletes with 
double-digit totals. 

Although Tiger Woods was 
chosen Athlete of the Decade, the 
golfer received only nine votes for 
Athlete of the Year. He was tied 
with NBA star Kobe Bryant and 
slugger Albert Pujols in fourth 
place. Woods, who was ranked 
No. 1 in his sport but failed to win 
one of golf’s majors this season, 
was never a top contender — even 
before the sex scandal that un- 
raveled his personal life following 
a Nov. 27 traffic accident. 

For Johnson, the first race car 
driver to be selected the AP’s 
Athlete of the Year in its 78-year 
history, the award is the valida- 
tion he’s been waiting for since he 
began his historic run in 2006. 

“We’d been wondering the last 
few years, ‘When is this going to 
hit?” he said. “It seems like the 
answer is now. The wave is fi- 
nally peaking, and we don’t know 
where it’s going to take us. The 
fourth straight title takes it out of 
our sport and makes it a point of 
discussion — like, ‘Wow, a race 
car driver won this thing.” 

The 34-year-old Californian 
again schooled the competition, 


earning four of his seven victo- 
ries this season when the Chase 
for the Sprint Cup championship 
began in September. Two-time 
champion Tony Stewart domi- 
nated the “regular season,” but 
it was Johnson and his No. 48 
Hendrick Motorsports team that 
turned it up when the stakes were 
highest. 

In the 10 Chase races, Johnson 
finished outside the top 10 only 
once: when he wrecked at Texas 
with Sam Hornish Jr. three laps 
into the eighth race. The crash 
proved Johnson’s mettle, as he sat 
inside his car, helmet on, for more 
than an hour as crew chief Chad 
Knaus led a total rebuild of his 
Chevrolet so that Johnson could 
return to the track. 

Although the 38th-place finish 
decimated his cozy lead in the 
standings, he shrugged off any 
potential challenge by rolling into 
Phoenix the next week and lead- 
ing 238 of 312 laps on his way toa 
victory that turned the season fi- 
nale into a low-key Sunday drive 
for Johnson. 

“T’m pretty sure that dude’s 
Superman,” said teammate Mark 
Martin, who finished second in 
the standings, 141 points behind 
Johnson. 

The march into the record 
books has attracted attention for 
Johnson far beyond NASCAR’s 
insulated garage. HBO Sports’ 
award-winning “24/7” program 


has tabbed Johnson for a four- 
episode series that will chronicle 
his preparation for the 2010 sea- 
son-opening Daytona 500. 

And he received widespread at- 
tention earlier this month when he 
donated $922,000 in educational 
grants to 26 schools in California, 
North Carolina and Oklahoma. 

Now comes the AP honor, which 
Johnson said reinforces what 
he’s always believed — that even 
though he’s a race car driver, he’s 
“100 percent” an athlete. 

“I’ve looked at other sports, 
particularly baseball, and I’ve 
seen plenty of out-of-shape, fat 
players,’ said Johnson, who 
counts among his close friends 
former NFL player Jason Sehorn, 
and MLB players Brian and Mar- 
cus Giles. 

“So to anyone who wants to go 
head-to-head with me in athletic 
ability, let’s go. I talked a lot with 
Jason Sehorn about this, and I 
don’t know how exactly you mea- 
sure athletic ability, but I know 
my 5-mile run time will destroy 
most NFL players.” 

As Johnson boasted of his per- 
sonal best — 34 minutes, 55 sec- 
onds — his wife, Chandra, yelled 
“Overachiever!” in the _ back- 
ground. It’s a bit of a joke between 
the two since Johnson gave a two- 
year commitment to a New York 
City-based trainer he calls “the 
Chad Knaus of the body.”

episode — a tirade directed at a 
line judge after a foot-fault call 
near the end of her U.S. Open 
semifinal loss in September 
— didn’t hurt her standing in the 
eyes of the voters. 

“People realize that I’m a great 
player, and one moment doesn’t 
define a person’s career,” Wil- 
liams told the AP. “And I was 
right, for the most part: It wasn’t 
right the way I reacted — I never 
said it was — but I was right about 
the call.” 

She also noted that the out- 
burst, which resulted in a record 
fine and two-year probationary 
period in Grand Slam tourna- 
ments, “got a lot more people ex- 
cited about tennis.” 

The 28-year-old American 
tends to do that, thanks to her 
powerful, athletic play and outgo- 
ing personality. 

“We can attribute the strength 
and the growth of women’s tennis 
a great deal to her,’ WTA chair- 
man and CEO Stacey Allaster 
said in a telephone interview. 
“She is a superstar.” 

Williams, who is based in 
Florida, also won the AP award 
in 2002, a seven-year gap that is 
the longest between AP Female 
Athlete of the Year honors since 
golf’s Patty Berg won in 1943 and 
1955. 

“T’m just happy and blessed to 
even be playing seven years later. 
All this is a bonus, really,” Wil- 
liams said. “In 2002, I just was re- 
ally dominant, and I think in 2009, 


I just brought that back. I kind of 
became that player again.” 

Indeed she did. 

Williams finished the year 
at No. 1 in the WTA rankings. 
She topped $6.5 million in prize 
money, breaking the season tour 
record by more than $1 mil- 
lion. She won three significant 
singles titles — Wimbledon, the 
Australian Open and the sea- 
son-ending tour championships 
— and paired with sister Venus 
to win three Grand Slam doubles 
championships. 

“An incredible performance,” 
Allaster said. “Her game just 
continues to improve through this 
long career she’s had.” 

Williams was 50-12 in singles, 
an .806 winning percentage that 
was the highest for any woman 
who played at least 20 matches 
in 2009. She tied for the tour lead 
in singles titles. She led the tour 
with 381 aces, 75 more than any- 
one else, and also led in percent- 
ages of first-service points won 
and service games won. 

Her two Grand Slam singles 
titles increased her career total 
to 11, the most among active 
women. In the year’s other two 
majors, she lost to the eventual 
champion: Svetlana Kuznetsova 
in the French Open, Kim Clijsters 
in the U.S. Open. 

“Serena really peaks for those 
big moments on big stages,” Al- 
laster said. 

Zenyatta, the 5-year-old mare 
who capped her 14-0 career by 
becoming the first female horse 


to win the Breeders’ Cup Classic, 
finished second for the AP honor 
— with 48 fewer votes than Wil- 
liams. For context: Last year’s 
AP honoree, WNBA star Can- 
dace Parker, edged runner-up 
Lorena Ochoa by one vote, while 
two other athletes finished within 
seven votes of Parker. 

Clijsters, who came out of re- 
tirement only weeks before win- 
ning the U.S. Open, was third this 
year with 16 votes. Lindsey Vonn, 
who won her second consecutive 
overall title in Alpine skiing’s 
World Cup, finished third with 15 
votes, followed by Diana Taurasi, 
the WNBA’s MVP, who received 
14. 

In what was widely considered 
the best women’s tennis match of 
2009, Williams was one point from 
defeat before coming back to beat 
Beijing Olympics gold medalist 
Elena Dementieva 6-7 (4), 7-5, 8-6 
in the Wimbledon semifinals. The 
affair lasted 2 hours, 49 minutes 
— longer than any All England 
Club women’s semifinal or final 
on record. 

Williams hit 20 aces in that vic- 
tory, then beat her older sister in 
the final two days later. 

The younger Williams also beat 
her sibling in the season-ending 
tour championships title match 
on Nov. 1. 

And what does she have planned 
for 2010? 

“My goal is to have a better year 
than 09 — and to stay healthy,” 
Williams said, “and I think if I 
can do that, I’ll be fine.”
